Keeneland—A Rich 
Kentucky Tradition 


Guests at KET’s Summer Celebra- 
tion this year will experience first- 
hand the postcard setting that is 
Keeneland: the arbored drive, the 
manicured lawns, the Japanese yew in 
the infield that spells out the name of 
the racecourse in bushy greenery. 

“Keeneland should be the national 
park of racing,” says Keeneland 
official Howard Battle. Its grounds 
are dotted by sugar maples, American 
hornbeams, dogwoods, lindens, white 
pines, crab apples, pin oaks, and a 
huge sycamore. 

Designated a national historic 
landmark, Keeneland boasts one of 
the richest traditions of any racetrack 
in America. Since its first meeting in 
the fall of 1936, it has attracted such 
famous racehorses as Whirlaway, 
Northern Dancer, Alydar, and Spec- 
tacular Bid. 

Keeneland’s slogan, “Racing as it 
was meant to be,” summarizes the 
Keeneland philosophy as expressed 
by Hal Price Headley, one of the 
track’s founders. “We want a place 
where those who love horses сап. 
come and picnic with us and thrill to 
the sport of the Bluegrass,” he said in 
the spring of 1937. 


Other interesting notes: 

• Queen Elizabeth П has attended 
the races at only one track in the 
United States—Keeneland. Her 
Majesty was on hand for the inau; 
ral running of the Queen Eliza) I 
Challenge Cup on October 11, 1984. 

* Keeneland has never had a, 
public address system, preferring, in 
the words of Keeneland board chair- 
man James Е. “Ted” Bassett Ш, “to 
emphasize the beauty of the horse, 
the pageantry, the tradition of rac- 
ing—the emphasis being on the 
sporting aspects rather than the 
commercial.” 

• Calumet Farm, famed for its 
devil red and blue silks, has won 
more stakes races at Keeneland than 
any other owner, and native Kentuck- 
ian Don Brumfield ranks asthe 
track’s all-time leading jockey, 

. Buyers from all parts of the Ге 
world converge on Keeneland for о 
various horse sales during the year. 
Winners of such races as the Ken- 
tucky Derby, Epsom Derby, Irish 
Derby, and French Derby have been

And he’s on Smith’s trail again, too, offering to help 
out his Roger & Me “costar,” whose retirement package was cut by $100,000, 
leaving him only $1 million a year to get by on.

Scenes from the Frontier 


Nineteenth-century artist Frederic 
Remington, best known for his scenes 
of life in the American West, ts the 
subject of “Frederic Remington: The 
Truth of Other Days,” airing on 
American Masters Monday, June 14 
at 8:00/7:00 pm CT.

І have two picks for June, both on the theme of the United 
States’ relations with its Native American population. 

The Dakota Conflict describes what was known as “The 
Sioux Uprising.” In August of 1862, while the eyes of most 
Americans were focused on the Civil War, а fierce battle 
broke out between white European settlers and the Dakota 

Indian population of Minnesota. By the 
end of the year, the death toll was in 
the hundreds, and thousands of 
Dakota were imprisoned. At the 
direction of President Lincoln, 38 

Dakota were hanged їп а public 
execution the day after Christmas 

The story of this violent chapter in 
US. history, its causes and its after- 

math, is told through diaries, old 
photographs, newspaper archives, sketchbooks, trial tran- 
scripts, and oral histories. Floyd Red Crow Westerman, an 
Eastern Dakota who played Ten Bears in Dances with Wolves, 
and author/radio personality Garson Keillor narrate 

In “Last Stand at the Little Bighorn,” The American 
Experience takes us to 1876 and the most famous battle 
between U.S. forces and Native Americans. “Custer’s Last 
Stand” is one of the most frequently depicted moments in 
US. history—and one of the least understood. This battle, 
which left no white survivors, did leave two widely varying 
accounts of what occurred: one white, one Indian. Using 
journals, oral accounts, Indian ledger drawings, and archival 
and feature film, “Last Stand at the Little Bighorn” examines 
this watershed in history from both viewpoints. Pulitzer 
Prize-winning writer N. Scott Momaday narrates. 

These programs are not the typical “cowboy and Indian” 
fare many of us grew up on. They are, though, both interest- 
ing and informative presentations. As we look at the world 
around us today, there 1s a place for recalling our own history 
of not so terribly long ago.

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THE BOTTOM LINE 


Last month 1 gave you the good news and the bad news 
about KET’s funding sources. 

The bad news 15 that we will enter fiscal year 1994 next 
month with $1,976,400 less in state funds than we entered 
FY 92 with. At the same time, PBS program fees have 
increased more than $525,000. Added together, that leaves 
us with a negative cash impact of $2.5 million. 

The good news is that we are doing everything possible 
in the way of fund-raising and grant wnting so that this 
negative cash impact will not affect KET’s ability to help 
prepare Kentucky for the 21st century —to help push 
Kentucky to its economic, technological, political, artistic, 
and educational potential. 

Thus far, our revenue-raising efforts have brought us 
record-breaking TeleFund donations and a number of 
grants. Moreover, the technology of our new telecommuni- 
cations center has improved our efficiency by allowing us to 
produce better programming at lower cost 

The most recent outcome of KET’s fund-raising /cost- 
cutting efforts and our increased technological capacity 15 
Capital Link. Throughout the special session on health care, 
KET and the Kentucky Cable Television Association have 
partnered to deliver live, unedited, continuous coverage of 
both houses and various committees of the General Assem- 
bly directly into Kentucky homes. 

Getting Capital Link off the ground for a trial run 
without spending additional money required KET to use a 
technology never used before in the state and rarely used in 
the nation. compression. Essentially, compression involves 
shrinking video signals so that more programming can be 
sent out simultaneously without buying more satellite 
space. GTE Spacenet of McLean, Va. is lending us the 
equipment for the pilot project at no cost. 

Capital Link will eventually play a vital role in the 
political development of the Commonwealth as a perma- 
nent window into the state’s decision-making arena. Even 
so, it is only one of many KET services which are critical to 
Kentucky's development. Others include delivering 
advanced high school courses where they were not previ- 
ously available, maintaining a statewide computer network 
which links students and teachers; producing programs to 
showcase Kentucky's regional arts; and offering lifelong 
educational opportunities. 

Maintaining these vital services in our current fiscal 
condition has required us to look at the increasing PBS bill. 
Of course, we would never consider cutting any of the PBS 
“staples.” But we are looking at ways to restructure the 
amount and type of programming the PBS contract locks us 
into, so that we may free up funds for Kentucky program- 
ming and services. 

It is a critical time in Kentucky's history. As never before, 
our ability to compete requires an advanced technological 
and educational infrastructure. These are precisely the areas 
in which KET has become a national leader. Any spending 
reductions we undertake will not jeopardize that position 
but rather enhance it In so doing, we will be enhancing the 
opportunities for our citizens and the future of our state.
